BEETS FOR COWS. 


Conditions 
TJnfler 
Which Boots Have 


Proved Profitable Food. 


Having heard the talk about beets 


being good for milch cow», I deter- 
mined to try a small patch. One-sixth 
of an acre, on the site of an old straw- 
itack, was selected and planted with 
two of the standard varieties. Owing 
to faulty seed they camo up unevenly, 
which was partly corrected by trans- 
planting from the thicker into the 
thinner places. On the whole, a fair 
crop was produced, and two large 
loads were harvested. ' They were 
stored in the cellar and fed to miloh 
cows with good results. This satisfied 
me that, if convenient winter storage 
could be supplied, it would pay to en 
dure the hoeing of another and larger 
crop. The following spring beet seed 
was purchased from a reliable grower 
and an acre planted in nice shape 
Tho land was rich, black prairie soil 
which had never been broken, but had 
been closely pastured by hogs for sev- 
eral years." Tlie native sod had boon 
replaced by blue grass and red top, 
which was broken shallow in the fall 
As early in the spring as it could b( 
stirred, it was plowed deeper than il 
the fall. A goojl stand was secureil 
and the highest hopes were entertainec 
for a large crop. But an Importan 
lesson was to be learned by experience 
The field was subject to seepage fron 
an adjacent hill i'n wet years, and th 
greater part of the crop was ruined 
by 
the 
spring 
being 
unusually 


wet 
Five loads were harvested and 


stored in a corner formed by the barn 
and tho cowshed stabli.-, which extend- 
ed farther than the end of the barn. 
A bin had bceu mnde with- a space of 
four foct between it and the side of the 
barn and shed. This was covered with 
rails, and a small stack of straw, in- 
tended' for cattle and horses, was 
stacked in the corner over the roots 
and well tramped into tho side spaces. 
A chute, with door at either end, was 
made leading into the cowshed. 
Dur- 


ing one or two months of midwinter in 
which these beets were fed, a change 
could be noted in the condition of the 
cows, and without any careful com- 
parison with grain and hay we thought 
it paid to raise beets. 
I would like 


to see a fair experiment with sugar 
beets and ensilage. 
I know It is 


asserted that the beets cost much more 
per pound of milk or butter they pro- 
duce, but I have seen no reports o( 
careful experiments proving it 
I 


have-not tried silos as yet, but my ex- 
perience witli beets from milch cows 
has impressed me strongly with the 
idea that they need succulent food it 
order to aid them in making the mos 
ol the large amounts of dry feed we 
necessarily give them. 
Even if silos 


do prove to be the thing in general 
there will still be cases in which roo 
crops will pay. A renter, for example, 
who has a cellar, but can not afford to 
construct a silos for one or two seasons' 
use, will find roots profitable.—Dairy- 
man, in Pruirie farmer.

colleague had just given. It had all been tlruwri 
from the report of tho eornmitteei— pieces taken 
out wherever they suited the purpose, so as nol 
to ni ,rd a reasonable opportunity to theHoust 
to judge of tlio case. 


Mr. Springer dcclaioel that he had fairly pro 
•en ted the cuse. 


Mr, Cox replied that he had taken very goot! 


care when stating that the bill had been vetoed 
to state the reasons for Iho veto, so that the 
House could seo how the President's objeo 
tlons had been met, oncl now, when It was sug- 
gested that the measure might be made ac 
ccptable to the President, tho gentlemac 
(Springer) was here thinking with his hecli 
and dancing with his head, prevent ng a con 
elusion. The hill was Just In the line of thi 
views which the gentleman from Illinois had KC 
eloque tly and for so many years urged upoc 
the House—courts for the adjudication of prl 
vato cltttmi; yet when such a bill came up, the 
gentleman was found trying to beak it down ic 
detail. 


Mr. Springer said that tho genileman from 


New York had been very felicitous in his re- 
marks, and nobody bad enjoyed them more 
than he had. [Laughter.] He would wllllngl; 
give up every Friday during the balance of the 
session to hear the gentleman's melodious 
voice, but there was some serious business to 
be done. He declared that this was not such » 
case as ho had contemplated-referring to the 
Court of claims—for tins bill sought.to em- 
power tho court to Ond a verdict. Mr. Sprmgei 
did not believe that the claimants wore en- 
titled to the benefits proposed to bo conferred, 
and charged that the bill was more la the In- 
terest of the lobby than of the actual claimant. 


Mr. Stone (Ky.l earnestly advocated the 


bill; and, resenting Mr. Springer's remarli 
about the lobby, said: "If you want to flnd u 
man who might rje Influenced, you must hunt 
up the man who thtnlts that everybody else 
can be influenced.

It is seldom that so small a beginning 


is fraught with such munificent results 
as the labors of O. B. Spore, the pension 
attorney in Powers' block. Within the 
two years, just past, he has secured 
orable action on pension claims,which have 
thrown 830,000 into circulation in this 
city and immediate surroundings. With 
this money homes have been bought, rents 
paid, grocers' and butchers' bills dis- 
charged, and a thousand other bills met, 
which would not have been, had it not 
been for the money thus received and dis- 
tributed. In this connection Mr. Spore 
says: I desire to answer the charge, made 
by Borne, "that you old soldiers' want the 
whole earth." It has passed into a pro- 
verb long ago, that "figures won't lie." 
Theru are 130,000 "Old Solders'," who 
draw current pensions as follows:—30,000 
draw 82 ami less per month, 6730 per day; 
40,000 draw $1 and less, 13^0 per day; 
60,000 draw 86 and less, 20cperday. This 
is a munificent benefaction, isn't it for 
this government to pay its saviors? Sixty 
millions of free people, paying 6%c to 
20o per day to 130,000 of its citizens for 
helping to save this country and place it 
where it is LOW ! The "Old Soldier" asks 
for enough to buy B small house and lot, 
or enough to buy a niokle loaf of bread 
and a pound of beef steak, and aa often 
gets sa feet by two in the cemetery, as 
he does either of the other things asked 
for. 
Away with such twaddle. Not- 


withstanding, small as these amounts are, 
in the aggregate they do a vast deal of 
good. But when the claim is not filed 
prior to 3880, the 82, 84 and $6 allowance 
cuts a sorry figure in buying homes, and 
paying for "daily meat and bread." The 
commonest kind of sense and juscice, 
would dictate the repeal of the unjust 
"arrears law of June 30,1880."

A Macon County Teacher Tells His 


Terrible Experience in tho

John F. Wicks, a teaMicr wi»H known 


to all tho pedagogues in Mnrtm county, 
having; taught at Whitch.il!, Crofas Ronds.
